Peace and Quietness,” “For Absent 
Friends,” “Thanksgiving for 
Mercies Received” and “The 
Grace” were next said followed by 
the singing of “O God, our help in 
ages past.” : 
An impressive sermon was deli- 
vered by the Rev. R. J. Northcott, 
C.F., who took as his text 
“Greater love hath no man than 
that a man lay down 

fe for his friends.” -“‘School- 
children and grown-ups,” said the 
preacher, “may not have much in 
common, but grown-ups were once 
boys or girls and boys or girls will 
eventually become grown-ups. We 


.all begin at school and the great 


lesson we learn at school is tomake 
friends—a lesson that jis ‘not 
so casy as it seems.. The secret 
is that you must .be . absols!

WHAT BROADCASTING 
MAY MEAN. 


~ 
The possibility that open com- 
munications may corrupt good—or 
at any rate borderline—morals is 
one which the authorities have had 
to consider ever since open com 
munications became an inseparable 
part of modern civilisation, says 
the Manchester Giardian. The 
Post Office (Protection) Act, 1884, 
laid down penalties for an im- 
roper divulgence by any tele- 
graphist of the contents of a mess- 
age which had passed through hig 
hands, and a similar obligation to 
secrecy has for a number of years 
to telephone operators. It’ is 
necessary obligation, but it perhaps 
says something for the rectitude of 
those who conduct this imporant 
public service thdt the  pro- 
ceedings at the Old Bailey should 
have included what was stated to 
he the first conviction fora breach 
of the obligation by a telephone 
operator. It was a very gross case; 
the operator had overheard a police 
message and proinptly offered the 
xist of it to a London newspaper, 
The newspaper very properly 
reported the offer to the police, 
and the - sentence of six 
months in the second division is 
the final result. The sentence is 2 
pretty heavy one, but, as open 
cominunications heeome every day 
more fashionable, it is probably 
justifiable to make a very bad case 
yield avery strong object-lesson.

Sydney paper, writing from Lone 
don, saysi— Br cee, act 
Weare very full of admiration 
for the party of young men from, 
the Air Ministry who are flirting 
with death on the London-Paris 
airway in an effort to persuade us 
that the air has been mastered on 
dark winter nights. - : 
Nightflying has been secretly 
and wonderfully developed since 
the war. It is accepted that acom- 
mercial air service can be of no 
practical utility unless a machine 
cancomplete aportion, or all, of its 
journey in darkness, and, I am in 
a position to know that the many 
problems and dangers which sux 
round an aeroplane jn the night 
skies have been tackled with re- 
lentless energy by the Air Ministry 
in the belief that in the next war 
the bulk of military flying will 
be done at night, and by. the 
Department of Civil Aviation for 

its very existence, . 

The civil air chiefs have, thére- 
fore, just spent over £100,000 in 
erecting some new and wonder- 
fully. bright lights between 
Croydon, the London terminal 
aerodrome, and Lympne (pro- 
nounced ‘"Lim.”), the emergency. 
landing-ground and signalling 
station on the Kent coast near 
Folkestone. : 

Ordinarily the London-Paris air- 
way is as full ot hazards as the 
Grand National Steeplechase. 
There is the possibility of crashing 
into the cloudcapped ridges of the 
Surrey hills; an engine. failure 
while flying over the Channel or 
above the interminable forests be- 
tween the French coast and Paris; 
or suddenly finding the landscape 
blotted out by one of those extra- 
ordinary fogs which appear con- 
trary toall meteorologizal forecasts. 
Let any onc of these things happen 
at night, as they do happen in 
daylight, and the pilot is robbed of 
his one fighting chance—the 
charice of being able to sec the spot, 
he is going to hit before he hits it. 

THE FIRST STEP. 


The first step in night-flying 
was made by fitting dangerous 
magnesium flares to the wing-tips, 
which the pilot could ignite 
electrically at the moment of land 
ing. They were as prone to light 
the aeroplane as the ground, parti- 
cularly aftera crash, The fitting of 
electric searchlights has since been 
shown to be of no advantage. So, 
with the exception of the wing-tip 
flares, ajded perhaps by lights 
fired overboard by a pistol, the 
airman ‘has to ‘rely entirely on 
iMumination provided from the 
ground. 

Probably thenew electrical cone- 
shaped beacons, which alternately 
throw a beam of 10C,000 candle- 
power vertically and then down- 
wards on the white sloping sides 
of the cone—giving a distinctive 
light easily recognisable from the 
deceptive factory arc-lights which 
have lured so many stout fellows 
mothlike to their doom—will figure 
most prominently in future aerial 
navigation, |. 

These cone-lights have been 
erected at Croydon and Lympne, 
and on reasonably clear nights can 
be seen from the air for a rage of 
about 40 miles. Qn the highest 
point in, the Surrey Hills an 
acetylene was lighthouse with a 
range of about 30 miles, has bee 
built, The amazing feature of this 
lampisthat the action of sunlight 
—not sunheat—shuts off the gas 
supply to the buraers, so that it is 
automatically extinguished at dawn 
and lights again at dusk.

HOW CHINESE USE IT. — . . 
Bamboo, considered to be the 
most uscful treeein the world, and 
certainly the most useful in China, 
was dealt with at a meeting of the 
Engineering Society of China in 
Shanghai when a: paper on tests 
of the mechanical properties of 
bamboo was read by Mr. H. F. 
Meyer, B.E. : 
The paper was-prenured by_Mr. 
» Meyer ‘and Mr. B, Ekclund, BE, 
from results of tests and examina- 
tions made jin accordance with 
instructions from Mr. H. von Hei- 
deéastum Engineer-in-Chief'of the 
Whangpoo Conservancy Board. 
FOOD AND HOUSES 

Few materials are superior to 
bunboo jn’ regard to its large and 
varied usefulness, said Mr. Meyer. 
The young bamboo-shoots are a 
popular dish in China, the bamboo- 
wood is ised for making furaitare, 
carpets, household-furniture and 
fences of innumerable kinds, The 
Timthoo used as waterpipe renders 
excellent service. Houses, built 
entirely of bamboo, are erected in 
ail sizes from that of a kennel up 
to exhibition halls of more than 
Hooft. width. 

In the poorer parts of China: 
where the bamboo is only thia and 
short, most of the buildings, fences, | 
and even parts.of the furniture’are ' 


, _ made of clay plastered ona bamboo ' 


skeleton, In the. mountainous 
parts. of Cnina, water-wheels of | 
bamboo Hft the’ water from the} 
river surface more than 20 ft. up to} 
the fields. ' Suspension bridges of | 
bamboo-ropes connect the shores! 
of rivers of several hundred feet: 
width. Implements — of. torture! 
made of, bamboo have been: 
rather popular in China and 
are still so at some places. 
Finally when the wood is worn 
owt or broken it renders its last 
service as firewood.. Oa many; 
Chinese farms a bamboo planta. 
tion with its elegant, elastic stems 
and the butterfly like leaves lends 
its beauty. to the landscape. 
SOUTH CHINA PRODUCE.: 

All the ‘large bamboos grow in 
the South of China and have to be 
imported to the middle and the! 
- North, where the dimensions of the | 
plant seldom exceed 25 ft. ‘af | 
height and 4 in. of diameter. In 
the southern parts of the coun ¥| 
the bamboo reaches a height of 5} 
ft. and a diameter of 8in.  - 

In China the development of the 
bamboo genus has shown'the usual 
features of cultivated plants, the 
number of the plants Is great- but 
the nuniber of species has come 
dwn to a very few, 

Soil consisting of compact sand 
most suitable for a bamboo

plantation. The. best ; times for 
planting are the fst, 2nd, 8th, 9th 
and 10th: months of the Chinese |’ 
year.

Baimboos are always planted in 
Pairs, 20 to 30 pairs per: mow (Oae 
maw = 7260 sq. ft.)

From an 8 years old plantation 
about 400 bamboos per mow can 
be cnt yearly, The shoots are a 
vluable by-product.

BAMBOO BRIDGES. 

‘The most famous of those 
‘bridges is called Ain-lan_ Chiao on 
the road between Kuan-Hsien and 
Monkeng*“Ting {over the Min 
River), Mr. Ernest Henry Wilson, 
V.M.H. in “A Naturalist in Western 
China,” says:. d 
__"' Thig most remarkable structure 
is about 250 yards long. 9 feet-wide, 
built entirely of bamboo cables 
resting on seven supports fixed 
equidistant in.the bed of the strean:, 
the central one only being of stone, 
The floor of the bridge resis across 
ten bamboo cables, each 21 inches 
in circumference, made of bamboo. 
similar cables on each side form' 
the‘rails’ The cables are fastened 
to huge--capstans, embedded in 


“-|-masonry;-which-are-revolved by 


means of spars and keep thecables" 
tayt. The floor of the bridge is of 
planking held down by bamboo 
rope on either’ side. Lateral 
strands of bamboo keep the virjous 
cables in place, and wooden pegs 
driven through poles of hard wood 
assist in keeping the floor of the 
bridge in position. Nota single 
nail or piece of iron is used in the 
whole structure. Every year the 
cables supporting the floor of the 
bridge are replaced by new ones, 
they themselves replacing the rails, 
This bridge is very picturesque in 
appearance, and a most ingenious 
engineering feat.” 

The suspension bridges arc mene 
tioned in this report to show how 
the Chinese engineer, though al- 
most without technical literature, is 
able to produce quite remarkable 
results in the field of bridge con- 
struction. :
